The invitation was broadcast 
over Radio Vientiane while 
talks on a foolproof ceasefire re- 
sumed unexpectedly early 5Sa- 
turday on the Nam Lik River, 
50 miles north of here. 


The broadcast failed to give 
any precise indication whether 
it expected the proposed meet- 
ing at Nam Lik Saturday to 
iron out two central problems: 


VIENTIANE (UPI) — The 
first full dress ceasefire talks 
between Government and re- 
bel forces in the Laotian civil 
war fizzled Saturday without 
even an agreement on when 
to next meet, reliable sources 
said. The delegates haggled 
unsuccessfully at the Ban 
Hin Heup truce location 
over the choice of a site for 
future meetings. The pro- 
Communist side kept the 
royal delegation waiting for 
five hours, and when the two 
_ sides finally did .meet the 
* talks foundered on Red de- 
mands that the next confer- 
ence take place 30 miles in- 
side rebel lines at Ban Na 
mone. 


—Formation of a coalition 
Government, including all fac- 
tions of the Laotian dispute. 


—A delegation to represent 
Laos in the forthcoming Geneva 
conference. 


The broadcast came as a high- 
level Government delegation 
helicoptered to the dusty truce 
talks site in response to a sur- 
prise rebel promise to send 
ranking delegates Saturday in- 
stead of a low-ranking team 
headed by a Pathet Lao major. 


Friday’s hour-long meeting 
was unsatisfactory because the 
two lopsided delegations could 
not come to terms on a basis 
for reference. 


Observers here did not ex- 
pect representatives of Prince 
Souvanna Phouma’s so-called 

“government” in Xieng Khouang 
to show up at the Royal capital. 
Nor did they expect any results 
from the Pathet tan 


The Radio Vientiane invita- 
tion obviously was a_call for a 
compromise in Souvanna 
Phouma’s demand last Tuesday 
for political talks at the rebel- 
held village of Ban Namone, 
which is 30 miles inside rebel 
territory. 

Little was accomplished at 
Friday's meeting when a rebel 
team headed by a major was 
unable to discuss anything but 
military matters. 

The Pathet Lao radio broad- 
_ cast a pledge Friday night to 
send . “national ‘level” negotia- 
tors to the front-line ceasefire 
talks Saturday. Friday's en- 
counter took place in a thatched 
hut across the Nam Lik River 
from the Royal Army’s garrison 
at Ban Hin Heup. 

The Pathet Lao promise was 
“made only hours after the Gov- 
ernment truce talks team was 
disappointed at Ban Hin Heup 
by finding only a low-level 
Pathet Lao delegation unable to 
discuss anything: but Jocal mili-

agreement, which went into ef- 
fect at 6 p.m. Wednesday. 

The rebel attack brought 
speculation here that the Pathet 
Laos may have interpreted the 
ceasefire as a front line matter 
only, leaving them free to round 
up guerrillas behind their lines. 


NEW DELHI (AP)—Instruc- 
tions for the International Con- 
trol Commission to go to Laos 
to check on the ceasefire were 
delivered to the Indian Govern- 
ment Saturday.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Glee- 
ful over the first U.S. manned 
space flight, the U.S. Congress 
appeared willing and eager 
Saturday to provide the extra 
money for the “substantially 
larger effort” President John F.

Minutes after he. learned of 
Cmdr.

successful flight Friday, Ken- 
nedy issued a statement salut- 
ing the feat but calling for re- 
doubled endeavor for a truce 
conquest of space.

the space program.

With Russia’s man-in-orbit ac- 
complishment still fresh, many

Shepard put the first big rung 
in America’s ladder to the moon 
by rocketing up 115 miles at 
a top speed of 5,160 miles per 
hour. His Redstone rocket per- 
formed beautifully, project offi- 
cials said. 


The astronaut landed in the 
water safely after a flight of 
15 minutes. 


Shepard was to remain in a 
special hospital on this British- 
owned island over the weekend 
for intensive observation even 
though doctors said he apparent- 
ly came through the 15-minute 
flight in perfect condition.» He 
underwent psychological tests 
Saturday to “probe his feelings 
and sensations.” 


“He’s in the best of shape, 
the best of health, the best of 
spirits, and just like he was 
before he left the cape, only 
happier,” said Dr. Douglas. 


Dr. Hugh L. Dryden, director 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA), 
said Shepard’s flight showed 
that “we are ready to go” with 
manned orbital flights—prob- 
ably before the end of the year.

CAPE CANAVERAL 
(URI)—Astronaut Alan B. 
Shepard Jr. sent American 
aspirations soaring Friday 
with history’s first flight 
of a pilot-controlled space- 
craft. 


The 37-year-old Navy com- 
mander leaped into~ space at 
9:34 a.m. aboard Freedom 7, a 
ton-and-a-half cabin launched 
by a  66,000-pound Redstone 
missile. : 


Minutes later, aboard the air- 
craft carrier Lake Champlain 
in the Atlantic, he received the 
personal congratulations of 
President John F. Kennedy. 

Shepard rocketed 115 miles 
up above the earth and 302 
miles down the Atlantic missile 
range in a 15-minute hop that 
hit a peak speed of 5,160 miles 
an hour. 


Freedom 7 splashed into the 
sea at 9:49 a.m. Six minutes 
later, safely aboard the recov- 
,er y helicopter. Shepard. was say- 
ng to co-pilot George Cox: 

“Man! What a ride!” 


Yuri Gagarin, a Russian, had 
made a longer, higher, faster 
space trip on April 12. But 
Gagarin had gone along just 
for the ride. His _ five-ton 
spacecraft was operated by au- 
tomatic controls or by radio 
command from the ground, 

Shepard, however, operated 
the controls which \told Mer- 
cury Severli which way to point 
and how to orient itself for the 
rugged return from = space 
through the earth’s atmosphere. 

At one point during Shepard's 
flight, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 
(NASA) reported: “Astronaut is 
working like a test pilot, report- 
ing facts and procedures.” 

This was something new in 
space flight. No other human 
being ever had done it. 

It was perhaps the busiest 15 
minutes anybody ever spent. 
Even before he stepped out of 
the helicopter to the deck of 
the Lake Champlain, in the re- 
covery’area northeast of Grand 
Bahama Island, NASA had an- 
nounced: 

“The space flight is a success.” 

Then, while the cheers of the 
Champlain's 2,600 crew mem- 
bers were still in his ears, a 


radiotelephone call was put 
through from Washington. 
Said Kennedy: “I want to 


congratulate you very much.” 

Said Shepard: “Well, thank 
you, sir. As you know by now, 
everything worked just about 
perfectly, and it was a very re-.

Surrendérs | 


In Algiers 


ALGIERS (UPI)—The second 
of the four generals who seized 
power in Algiers April 22 and 
tried to overthrow President 
Charles de Gaulle’s Government 
surrendered to police here Sat- 
urday. 

Gen. Andre-Marie Zeller, 63, 
presented himself at the police 
prefecture in Algiers at 10:30 
a.m, after telling Prefect Rene 
Jannin by letter that he would 
surrender. 

While thousands of police and 
troops put this city through a 
sieve to find the three missing 
leaders of the revolt, Zeller had 
been living quietly in the city 
with relatives. 

The first question Zeller was 
asked was whether he knew the 
whereabouts of the other two 
missing revolt leaders, Gen. 
Raoul Salan and Gen. Edmond 
Jouhaud., 

Zeller said he had not had 
any contact with them since the 
insurrection folded early in the 
morning of April 26 and had 
not had any contact with any 
other member of the revolt 
movement. 

The fourth leader of the re- 
volt, Gen. Maurice Challe, sur- 
rendered to the French Govern- 
ment shortly after the revolt 
ended. It was expected that 
Zeller, who was arrested as he 
arrived at the Algiers prefec- 
ture Saturday morning, would 
be taken to Paris immediately 
to be tried with Challe’ by a 
“highly military tribunal.” 

Like Chalie, Zeller faces a 
possible sentence of death. 

Zeller was regarded by the 
Government as the least dan- 
gerous of the four generals. 
Former chief of staff of the 
army, he retired in October 1959 
after resigning his posts, which 
included inspector general of 
the army. 

He went to live in Algeria 
after his retirement and was a 
staunch proponent of the “keep 
Algeria French movement.”

He returned to Japan in 
1947 on an evangelical mis- 
sion and has been here ever 
since because of deteriorat- 
ed relations between Japan 
and the Republic of Korea. 

Recently, his former bene- 
ficiaries in Seoul heard Soda 
was living in a welfare 
institution in Japan and in- 
vited him back to Seoul. 


Labor Fight 
With JRC Is’ 
Nearing End 


The six-month-old wage 
struggle by workers of Japan 
Red Cross hospitals appeared 
headed for a settlement as a 
result of the introduction of a 
truce plan by the Central Labor 
Relations Commission Friday. 


Dr. Keizo Fujibayashi, CLRC 
chairman, handed the compro- 
mise plan to representatives of 
labor and management at the 
CLRC office it Shiba, Tokyo, 
early Friday morning. 


The plan called for a raise 
in monthly wages of JRC hos- 
pital workers, 70 per cent of 
them nurses, by an average 
¥2,000 

Both labor and management 
were expected to indicate ac- 
ceptance of the truce offer, al- 
though official decisions by the 
two sides would not be made 
until around the middle of this 
month. 


The Federation of Red Cross 
Hospital Workers Unions (Zen- 
nisseki), with a total mem- 
bership of 8,800, launched the 
wage struggle last Oct. 25. It 
sought a uniform increase of 
¥5,000 in monthly wages. 


So far, the Red Cross unions 
have staged a series of seven 
walkouts ranging from 24 to 72 
hours in duration. 


The struggle involved 55 
out of about 100 JRC hospitals 
throughout the eountry. 

In addition to better pay, the 
union has asked for the reor- 
ganization of JRC, a demand 
which may continue to be a 
major problem between labor 
and management. 

The CLRC, in its plan, made 
no recommendations which 
would meet the union’s demand 
fully in regard to such reform.

Most of the newspapers in 
Pyongyang published editorials 
charging that the visit was part 
of a plot, backed by the United 
States, to penetrate economical- 
ly into South Korea.

of Japan.” 

All the papers accused ROK 
Premier John M. Chang of 
“country-selling” by permitting 
the Japanese to visit Seoul.

The land-price and lumber- 
price measures will be consid- 
ered in the light of taxes levied 
on land owners and owners of 
timberland. 

Ikeda told the ministers con- 
cerned that the tax rate, which 
varies according to the volume 
of lumber production, should be 
revised and that the tax on the 
income from land expropriation 
by the Government should be 
exempted,

NEW YORK (AP)—Two tons

Team Mulls 
Steel Mill 


In Singapore 

SINGAPORE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—A team of five Japanese in- 
dustrial experts arrived here 
Friday to survey the possibili- 
ties of establishing a steel mill 
in Singapore. 

Temoji Kato, director of the 
Fuji Steel Industry Company, 
Ltd., who is leading the Japa- 
nese delegation, told reporters 
at the airport that they would 
conduct a one-week survey be- 
fore deciding whether to invest 
in the multimillion dollar steel 
plant. 

The steel mill, proposed by 
the Singapore Government in 
its recently announced four- 
year development plan, is ex- 
pected to produce 500 tons of 
steel a month when established. 

Kato said: “We will survey 
the economic condition and the 
industrial site for the steel 
plant and will also have discus- 
sions with the Singapore Gov- 
ernment before making a final 
decision.” 

He hoped that if there was 
Japanese participation in build- 
ing the steel mill “it will form 
the basis for future economic 
ooperation between Singapore 
and Japan.” ~ 

“We understand that the 
Singapore development plan is 
based to a large extent on the 
establishment of a steel mill. 
It is our desire to establish 
such a plant here economical- 
lv,” Kato said. 

The Japanese will also make 
a survey on the steel market 
and otner technical aspects of 
the project and are expected 
to hold discussions with a 
United Nations industry  sur- 
veying team now in Singapore.

The Soviet Union indicated it 
would offer a compromise in re- 
gard to the closed fishing area 
at yesterday’s informal Japan- 
Soviet fishing talks, a Govern- 
ment source revealed last night. 

The reported concession con- 
cerns the northern and south- 
ern parts of the Soviet-proposed 
restricted area. 

However, this ill not 
change the general fishing re- 
strictions in the north Pacific, 
the Government source said, be- 
cause no mention was made by 
the Soviet side of the exact area 
or of a change in the fishing 
quota, 

Japanese delegates are expect- 
ed to express their dissatisfac- 
tion with the Soviet “compro- 
mise” at tomorrow's conference. 

At yesterday's meeting the So- 
viet side also expressed willing- 
ness to accept the Japanese re- 


quest to extend the fishing 
period to Aug. 10. 


Japanese. Impeding 
Normal Fishing Ties 


MOSCOW (AP)—Tass, the 
Official Soviet“*news agency, Fri- 
day accused Japan of “imped- 
ing the normalization of Soviet- 
Japanese fishing relations.” 

Commenting on the three- 
month talks on fishing in the 
northwestern Pacific, corres- 
pondent Lavrenti Rybakov 
wrote that so far no fishing re- 
gulations have been established 
and no norms for salmon land- 
ings have been set. 

‘This is due to the negative 
stand of the Japanese side in 
these questions,” Tass said, 

The Tass story continued: 

“The Japanese delegation re- 
fuses to accept the Soviet pro- 
posals aimed at preserving the 
fish stocks. It, specifically, con- 
tinues to insist that Japanese 
fishermen should go on with 
their uncontrolled landings in 


the zone south. of the 45th 
para:lei, 

“The situation in this area be- 
came so abnormal only when 
the catch of Hokkaido fisner- 
men became bigger than that of 
all Soviet Far Eastern fisheries. 

“The fact that Japanese au- 
thorities issued permits for fish- 
ing in this area without waiting 
for ‘the commission’s final deci- 
son gravely injures both Soviet 
fisheries and the entire fishing 
trade in the Far East. 

“This year for the first time 
Japan acknowledged the con- 
tinuous diminishing of the sal- 
mon stock, but nevertheless has 
again claimed a higher fishing 
quota for the current year.

The United States’ first spaceman, Alan B. Shepard Jr., 
rocketed briefly across the thresho 


of space Friday, and 


landed safely after a 5,100 miles an\ hour journey which 
carried him 115 miles into space and 302 miles down range. 

We are deeply-pleased by the success of the flight which 
has pushed the frontiers of human knowledge further 
into space, and extend our hearty congratulations to the 
Americans on this technical and scientific accomplishment. 

The American astronaut’s journey in space was the 
forerunner of achievements to follow that will match 


Russia's initiative in space flight. 


And we can be sure, 


now, that the preparations for an actual orbital flight are 
proceeding satisfactorily according -to plan. 


Friday’s launching was the climax of years of untiring 
efforts in scientific researches and missile development. 
And among the names of those who devoted themselves 
to this project during these years, that of Dr. Robert H. 
Goddard, who built the first rocket motor using liquid 
propellants, must not be forgotten. 

He launched the first such machine in 1926, and nine 
years later produced ‘a rocket that was the first man- 
made vehicle to surpass the speed of sound. Many of 
his rockets contained features anticipating those in the 
present generation, such as gyroscopic guidance, gimbaled 
motors for steering, and power-driven propellant pumps. 

It was this scientist’s genius that provided the foundation 
for today’s large, complex, liquid-fuel rockets, which have 
extended man’s explorations into the endless researches 


of space. 


Development of the Redstone itself began in 1951 


at 


what is now the Marshall Space Flight Center, one of the 
facilities of the civilian National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, and the work has been headed by Dr. 
Wernher von Braun, another brilliant name to be remem- 


bered. : 


The first Redstone flight was conducted, thus, on August 
20, 1953, with the second following some months later. 
Since then, more than 50 of the Redstone rockets have 
been launched with a high rate of success. 

It was ‘also the Redstone in a modified form which 
became the first stage of the Jupiter C vehicle that sent 


America’s first satellite into orbit.

However, this should not detract from the magnitude of 


-the American feat. It is a 


major step toward orbiting 


an American which the. National Space Agency plans to 


perform later. 


And all this supports the belief we have always had 
—that the technical achievement of the United States in 
the space field is in no way inferior to that of the Russians. 


What impresses us most deeply in this experiment is 
America’s frank and open attitude to conduct its space 
shots under the full glare of publicity, which is contrasted 
favorably with the secrecy shrouding the Russian cosmo- 
naut’s takeoff from an unknown site in the Soviet Union. 


Unlike the Russians, they allowed us all to take part 
in this most fantastic adventure. As Mr. Leonard J. Carter, 
secretary of the British Interplanetary Society has said, 
“we were pretty well up there in the capsule” with Com- 


mander Shepard. 


And another thing we are very grateful for is the 
American intention to share with the world the important 


scientific material obtained during this flight.

Japan Speaks 


New Frontier in Far East 


Japan Figuring Out Where It Lies

“What is Japan’s reactions to 
the first three months of the 
Kennedy Administration?

ular in Japan. But the most 
difficult part of these questions, 
directed to me by an overseas 
colleague in this Nations Speak 
international forum, is no 
doubt, possible reactions to the 
U.S. Far East policies, which 
have not been sufficiently clari- 
fied so far. 

The U.S. predicament in Cuba 
and Laos has adversely affected 
its prestige the world over. 
Strangely though it may seem, 
the predicament in one respect 
has served ta_prolong the dura- 
tion of the initial favorable re- 
actions to the new U.S. Admin- 
istration here. 

Busy With-€uba, Laos 

The United States now ap- 
pears to be too busy to under- 
take anything positive in the 
Far East because of its preoc- 
cupations in Cuba and-Laos, 
except, of course, the appoint- 
ment of a Japanese-speaking 
ambassador for the first time in 
history. Although the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty was signed 
last June, there have been vir- 
tually no positive efforts made 
to strengthen the ties between 
the two countries since then. 

Last month, the lower cham- 
ber in the Japanese legislature 
passed twin bills to strengthen 
Japan's Self-Defense Forces in 
the interim period between the 
first defense buildup program, 
finished in 1960, and the second 
one, scheduled to start next 
year. These bills, representing 
an effort to fulfill part of the 
treaty obligations, are yet to be 
approved by the Upper House, 
before the Diet session winds 
up later this month. 

Japan is also trying to settle 
ostwar debts, known as the 
GARIOA-EROA debts, to the 
United States despite the Social- 
ist argument that these are no 
debts at all. 

New U.S. Ambassador 

While the Japanese Govern- 
ment is thus endeavoring to 
readjust relations with the 
United States, the United States 
has not undertaken anything 
positive on its side. This, how- 
ever, may be a wise restraint; 
perhaps, the U.S. Government 
wents to wait until Japanese 
Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
meets President John F. Ken- 
nedy later next month. 

But this leaves us somewhat 
in the dark as to where in the 
Far East President Kennedy's 
New Frontier lies. So, in the 
meantime, the Japanese leftist 
view that the new U.S. Admin- 
istration will give favorable 
consideration to the neutralist 
sentiments in Japan goes al- 
most unchallenged. 

The appointment of Dr. Rei- 
schauer has been widely ac- 
claimed in this country because 
of his good knowledge of Japan 
and the Japanese language. But 
the same leftist wishful think- 
ing may be found mixed in 


these favorable Japanese opin- 


ions, although otherwise the 
role of the new Japanese-speak- 
ing ambassador is being widely 
appreciated enough. 

In these circumstances, a 
number of comments can be 
made on the Japan-U.S. rela- 
tions. First of all, U.S. public 
opinion should give ‘its full sup- 
port to Ambassador Reischauer,

Ambassador Reischauer 
himself once said en route to 
Tokyo that the Japanese intel- 
lectuals failed to understand 
the genuine dedication to world 
peace of the United States. This 
means a challenge to the United 
States, as well as to the pro- 
Western Japanese Government. 

While the United States is 
sometimes slandered in Japan 
as in other parts of the world, 
it should be noted that Presi- 
dent Kennedy's address on na- 
tional security immediately fol- 
lowing the Cuban fiasco was 
well understood by most Japa- 
nese, and also that neutrality 
proposed for Laos did not oc- 
casion a rise of Japanese opin- 
ions in favor of neutrality. De- 
spite the riots in Tokyo last 
year, the Japanese people are 
not so unrealistic or misguided 
as some observers might fear 
they are. 


Local Scientists Hail 
U.S. Space Achievement 


Dr. Kankuro Kaneshige, chair- 
man of the Space Development 
Council, said the _ successful 
man-in-space Shot by the U.S. 
opened the way to “future space 
developments.” 

He expected the U.S. to dove- 
tail the shot into its future 
plans on space communication 
and the landing of scientific in- 
struments on the moon. 

Professor Shotaro Miyamoto 
of Kyoto University called the 
shot “significant.” 

He believed the task awaiting 
the U.S. now was to boost the 
propulsion power of its rockets. 
“The capsule weight of the 
rocket used in Friday's launch- 
ing was only one-fifth that of 
the capsule of the Soviet 
Union’s Vostok. The U.S. will 
be able to catch up with the 
Soviet Union only when it com- 
pletes and fires its Saturn 
rocket,” he said. 

Masashi Miyaji, head of the 
Tokyo Astronomical Observa- 
tory, said he had believed all 
along that the space shot would 
succeed “ever since I saw the 
training facilities for the as- 
tronauts.” 

The space shot has demonstra- 
ted the possibility that the 


U.S. will be able in future to 
achieve its Mercury project, in 
which a manned capsule will be 
put into orbital flight, he said.

He said the U.S. shot would 
contribute “greatly” to advance- 
ment of mankind and society. 


Chief Cabinet Secretary Masa- 
yoshi Ohira yesterday lauded 
the successful firing of a man- 
ned rocket into space by the 
U.S. as a clear indication of the 
high American scientific and 
technological level. 


Ohira also said the launching 
of the manned rocket by the 
U.S. was a highly significant 
event in international politics. 

That the rocket was fired with 
no technicalities kept secret 
from the public should be high- 
ly appreciated, he added.

abroad, It organizes courses for 
sales staff, and its liaison offi-

Visit rs to the gallery have 
been impressed by the vigor 
and brilliance of Yugoslavia’s 
younger generations of artists. 
The 84 paintings and 27 sculp- 
tures, whether figurative or ab 
stract, are highly individual, 
while at the same time undeni- 
ably in the modern - trend. 
There is a touch of Picasso 
here, of Paul Klee there, but by 
and large comparison is neither 
apt nor invited. It is even dif- 
ficult to detect a common re- 
gional flavor, though some 
critics are inclined to detect a 
Byzantine influence. At any 
rate, the main impression left 
by the « chibition is that Yugo- 
slav artists have a unique con- 
tribution of their own to make 
to the progress of modern art. 


Round the Capitals 


Stockholm reports that a 
museum is to be opened next 
month in Gothenburg to com- 
memorate the Czech composer 
Smetana. It may seem strange 
that a composer whose music 
has such a distinctively region- 
al flavor should be honored in 
this way outside his own coun- 
try. The fact is that Smetana 
worked in Gothenburg as a pia- 
nist composer from 1856-1861, 
and it was during this period 
that he wrote some of his best 
known compositions. 

London reports that a steer- 
able radio telescope is to be 
built, the third in Britain, for 
work mainly within the solar 
system. With a faster track- 
ing speed than the larger radio 
telescope at Jodrell Bank, it 
will be useful in tracking and 
recording artificial satellites. 
The Jodrell Bank instrument 
was designed primarily for 
deep space work. 

Bonn reports that after the 
Easter peak period, the stream 
of refugees from East Germany 
to West Berlin has settled down 
to the routine average of about 
5,000 a week. A recent escapee 
was that of a shepherd whose 
grazing land had been “collec- 
tivized” and whose flock had 
been threatened with the same 
fate. He solved his problem by 
eluding the people’s police and 


herding his sheep over the 
zonal boundary — all 400 of 
them. 


Rome reports the opening at 
Turin of what is probably the 


most ambitious horticultural 
exhibition ever staged in Eu- 
rope, or indeed anywhere. 


There are exhibitors from all 
over Europe and from as far 
afield as South Africa, Japan 
and India. The organizers, in 
awarding marks to the exhibits, 
are laying special emphasis on 
presentation. The result is a 
show of breathtaking beauty.
